American farm ers contributed over 
a billion dollars* worth of m erchan­ 
dise, or more than one-hnJf of. the 
domestic products exported from the 
I nked States in the fiscal year that 
just ended. Of the high-record ex­ 
portation of $2,013,549,025 worth of 
domestic m erchandise in the fiscal 
.'ear, 1,024 million dollars represent­ 
ed the value of products drawn di­ 
rectly or indirectly from the farm. 
Of the IO chief agricultural prod­ 
ucts exported, cotton leads with a 
total of 585 million dollars, the next 
largest items being, in the order nam ­ 
ed, meat and dairy products, 150 mil­ 
lion; 
breadstuffs, 124 millions, un­ 
m anufactured 
tobacco, 
39 
million; 
fruits and nuts, 25 million; oil cake, 
-’n million; cattle and other live an­ 
imals, 19 million; cotton seed oil, 17 
million;

Comparing the 
1911 exports with those of 1907, cot­ 
ton increased from 481 million dol­ 
lars in 1907 to 585 million in the 
year just epded.
